HISTORIC’ BRIDGE GONE 


W as Doomed at Time of Battle 
Gettysburg.

F’ire Sunday destroyed the 1200- 
foot covered bridge across the Susque­ 
hanna River between Northum berland 
and Blue Hill, causing an estimated 
dam age of $250,000. 
The bridge was completed in 1826. 
In 1^63 when General Lee, head of 
the Confederate arm y, w as on hi* 
trium phant march un the Cumberland 
Valley. 
Northumberland

ready to burn the ancicpt structure 
should Lee succeed in passing Gettys­ 
burg and getting th at fa r north.

The Governor has gone on record 
as favoring State supervision of con­ 
struction of roads, ra th e r than county 
supervision, in the interest of uni­ 
formity. Thus position came in veto­ 
ing the bill of Senator Sones, Lycom­ 
ing, perm itting counties to build any 
roads, other than State or State-aid
